FOR GEO. VI STAMPS 
I wonder where the eyes of collect- 
ors of Canadian stamps have been 


A number 
of years ago I bought some of the 
4c stamps of the first George VI 
issue and on examining them I dis- 
covered laid paper had been used to 
print them on. A little later I found 
some in the 5c value. I reported it to 
our club here to check over their 
stamps of this issue and look care- 
fully for laid paper, but to date only 
one member has done so. Just this 
last week I had a most interesting 
letter from Mr. Franklin Matthews 
of Texas, sending me copies of all 
values, le to 8c showing this laid 
paper. Our local member and myself 
have found it among regular stamps, 
also booklet panes (used). Precancels 
too we have found. As far as we have 
gone it is not common. We found one 
stamp which showed very deep rib- 
bing. So it would appear we have 
both laid and ribbed papers among 
our recently issued stamps. 

What amazes me is that collectors 
are too busy looking AT their stamps 
instead of looking INTO and THRU 
their stamps. ...I am now making 
a study of other Canadian issues and

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Stamps, Geology and Mining 


At a February meeting of London 
Philatelic Society, Prof. G. Harold 
Reavely, Dept. of Geology, Western 
Ontario University, spoke on “Geol- 
ogy and Mining as Depicted on 
Stamps.” In his address Prof. Reave- 
ly had the following to say: 


It is not unnatural that mining 
should receive recognition in a coun- 
try on its stamps. Mining has come 
in this industrial and mechanized age 
to be an ingrained part of our ex- 
istence. This great age of science 
into which we have now progressed 
for two hundred years has been pass- 
ing along with increasing velocity 
because the products of mining have 
been poured from an ever expanding 
horn of plenty. There is no country 
today which thinks of progress and 
of its own survival, which does not 
search below its soil for metals or 
other substances useful to its econ- 
omy. This means the application of 
Geological science. So it follows that 
not only would mining, but also 
geology and the men of geology re- 
ceive recognition in stamps. 

During the latter half of the 19th 
century, the geologists of the world 
formed what became known as the 
International Geological Congress, 
with some exceptions meetings have 
been held every four years always in 
different localities throughout the 
world. The 19th meeting was held 
during September last in Algeria, 
North Africa. 

Though each meeting has been a 
somewhat notable event in the coun- 
try in which it occurred, the 1952 
meeting was the only occasion on 
which the host country issued a com- 
memorative stamp. On this occasion 
Algeria issued two stamps. The first 
depictst a fossil ammonite, an invert- 
abrate — that is an animal having no 
spinal column, now extinct, having 
flourished about 135 million years 
ago. Prof. Reavely exhibited an am- 
monite fossil, stating that this one 
did not come from whence the one 
reproduced on the stamp had come. 
He mentioned you may notice the 
name Berbericeras Sikikensis. 

North Africa including the Sahara 
on the west and Abyssinia and Som- 
aliland on the east, is inhabited main- 
ly by three racial groups. Those liv- 


ing in the area of the Atlas moun- 
tains are the Berbers — an agricul- 
tural and less nomadic group. The 
fossil on the stamp is named after 
this tribe. The second name in the 
title is that of the discoverer of that 
particular variety of ammonite. 


The other stamp of the congress 
has to do with a much different 
branch of the science of geology, 
while the first stamp has to do with 
Palaeontology, this stamp concerns 
Petrology — the study of rocks. This 
is a thirty frank value and its photo- 
graph is rather well known — at 
least to geologists — old volcanic 
plug. By this we mean the last solidi- 
fied lava to be forced from the depths 
of the feeder tube of a long deceased 
voleano. The particular kind of lava 
rock of which this formation called 
a dike, is composed, is known as 
phonolite which in French is Phono- 
litique. The discoverer of this par- 
ticular formation was Hoggar. 

These are the only stamps through 
which we are able to bring geology 
to your attention as nearly all the 
remainder are concerned with min- 
ing. If we travel in fancy on a 
round the earth trip and look in on 
various countries in succession cer- 
tain stamps will suggest themselves. 

Leaving Canada, where no stamp 
directly recalls our mining industry, 
we travel east to Europe and make 
our way to The Netherlands. Here 
mining is brought to mind by a pic- 
ture of a miner working under- 
ground. Turning southward we ap- 
proach the Saar Valley. You may re- 
call that this territory voted in 1935 
to return to Germany. Following the 
second World War, France was again 
given control of the region and in 
March, 1950 France was given a 50- 
vear lease on the coal mines of the 
Saar Valley. Domestically the peo- 
ple run their own affairs. Mining” is 
the most important industry and thisi 
is borne out by the prominence to 
mining and the steel industry on 
stamps — the 5 frane purple stamp 
depicting mine cars dumping slag 
from steel furnaces; the 15 frane 
shows mine cars in a coal mine; 25 
frane blue shows a blast furnace 
worker; 1 franc, 50 centimes shows 
a picture of the Burbach steel works; 
another shows the Grubenschact Col- 
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liery and still another shows the 
Reden mine. 

Going now to France we shall first 
go underground to the famous Min- 
ette Iron basin of that country to 
see on the 16 franc stamp a metal 
worker in the electrolytic reduction 
plant. These stamps are indicative. of 


the great steel industry of France. 


Our itinerary next takes us to 
Czechoslovakia. Here we have a 1 
Koruna grey brown stamp showing 
mining in the 17th century; the 1% 
Koruna gray blue depicts a miner 
operating a very modern coal mining 


machine underground; the 2 Koruna , 


green is a commemorative, 85th an- 
niversary of the opening of the Peter 
Bezruz Iron Mine; the 3 Koruna 
Cinnamon brown stamp shows a large 
crane handling the ore, a red stamp 
of the same value shows two miners 
operating a drill; the 5 Koruna is 
the same as the 1% Koruna stamp. 

Moving to Poland, which is con- 
sidered an agricultural country, we 
find within 8 miles of Warsaw some 
ef the largest salt mines in the 
world. The most precious asset of 
Poland is the Silesian coal, here we 
have two stamps showing under- 
ground mining by modern machinery. 

Journeying further we come to 
Hungary and we have three stamps 
showing the coal mining industry. 
The first is an 8 filler stamp of 
rather striking design; a 60 filler 
brown and a 1 forint green with 
the inscription “Produce more today 
than you did yesterday.” 

Let us now go to West Africa to 
the Gold Coast, here we have the 
largest Manganese mine in the world, 
the 8d blue stamp shows a view of 
the mine; continuing to South Africa 
where the gold industry is honored 
on a stamp and another showing the 
buildings of the gold mining indus- 
try. 

Continuing our journey we visit 
Australia where the 51d green was 
issued in 1947 to commemorate the 
founding of Newcastle, the important 
centre of the iron and steel industry; 
the 3%d blue stamp depicts the 
pouring of iron from open hearth 
furnaces. A very important unit of 
. Australia’s mining is brought to mind 
by the 1951 double commemorative 
issue of gold discovery and respon- 
Sive government. The former is a 
picture of Edward Hammond Har- 


graves. The story of his connection 
with the Australian gold is romantic 
and links two continents. Stories of 
the fabulous discoveries in the Sacra- 
mento Valley in California in 1849 
resulted in the migration of some 
14,000 in 15 months during 1849-50, 
E. H. Hargraves, a Britisher who 
had been sheep farming was one of 
them. In California he saw gold 
quartz veins which reminded him of 
those he had seen west of the Blue 
Mountains in New South Wales. He 
returned to Ausutralia, and with two 
friends found gold near Bathurst. 

A five hour flight now takes us 
to New Zealand, and more gold. 
Here the 9d red 1940 stamp tells us 
about alluvial gold mining past and 
present. Following the 45th parallel 
south due west we come to Brazil, 
S.A. Although she has reminded her 
citizens of her mining industry on 
other stamps, the only one I have on 
hand is the one bearing the picture 
of Orville A. Derby. This was print- 
ed on the occasion of the 100th an- 
niversary of the birth of the noted 
Brazilian Geologist, educated at Cor- 
nell University, New York. He went 
to Brazil in 1870, and in 1907 founded 
the Geological Survey of that coun- 
try. 

Leaving here, we journey to Bo- 
livia, where the 3 Centavos stamp 
has the entrance to the Pulacayo 
mine; the 30 Cen. depicts a miner 
underground; the 20 Cen. red, shows 
the mint. 

Before leaving South America we 
stop at British Guiana, where we 
take a brief look at the stamp show- 
ing alluvial gold mining. Continuing 
on our journey home we stop at the 
Turk Islands where we find three 
stamps showing the salt mining in- 
dustry. 

Returning to North America, we 
find that the U.S.A. brought out a 
stamp in 1949 commemorating the 
1849 gold rush to California. 

We are now back heme. This com- 
bination geological, mining and phila- 
telic trip has been much too rapid. 
We have covered much territory but 
there is much which yet could be 
covered. This seems strangely true 
of the study of Geology. When we 
think we have looked over and comb- 
ed all the land for mineral concentra- 
tions and there are no more, we 
suddenly find the earth about to

Thus far on my trip I have visited Paris, Bordeaux, Lon- 
don, and Geneva, and have been able to buy a very important 
amount of fine material. Would suggest that you write to me 
in Toronto for any special requests.

Plates Nos. 17 and 18 of the 4e 
current issue were given a different 
finishing and coating treatment as 
an experiment to obtain a longer 
printing run. This is the reason why 
plate 16 has not been used and plate 
15 was used out of turn. It is þe- 
lieved the experiment was a success.” 

This list brines up the question of 
relative scarcity. Plate 6 of the 4e 
orange wins top honours easily. 
(Only one more set of this has come 
to my knowledge; my congratula- 
tions to Paul Brown.) Second place 
is harder to pick, but my choice 
would be UR of Pl 11 in the 4e red, 
Would be interested to hear from 
anyone who has studied this. 

Mr. Warren’s ad in the last issue 
of P.S. points out other scarce posit- 
ions and in particular 4 UR of 2e 
brown. (All 2c brown are good, of 
course.) ; 

Will close with a quotation from 
my favourite American Stamp mag- 
azine, Weekly Philatelie Gossip. It 
comes from the “Canadian Round 
Table” column of March 7. The ques- 
tion: “Is collecting of plate blocks of 


Canada popular? Think the virus 
is in my blood stream. Can you 


help?” The answer: “The virus you 
mention must have been brought 
across the border a few years ago 
as U.S. collectors really collect 
plate blocks. As you Canadians did 
nothing to ward off this infection, 
your answer now is a decided Yes. 
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You are in for thrills, a few chills, 
and much pleasure. We predict that 
now is a good time to start because 
it won't be long before plate block 
collecting becomes an epidemic. That 
means harder to locate, the usual in- 
crease in price due to supply and de- 
mand, etc. On much of this material 
the going will be very easy but we 
warn you that on much you will 
know your ambitions will be hard to 
realize. But do not give up; that is 
half the fun of stamp collecting. The 
finding of an elusive item is really 
something.” 


RAMBLING GOSSIP 
By Mufti 


Changes in the Coronation set up 
are becoming almost a weekly occur- 
ence. We hear now, in place of a 
single stamp, Great Britain will issue 
four. Canada is now in line with a 
single and may we hope for once it 
will be a portrait of her Majesty 
which we all feel proud of. These 
continual changes are adding to 
the cost of the complete issues when 
ready for distribution. 

I mentioned last month about the 
poor quality of the Australian Food 
product issue. My criticism was very 
mild after reading Gibbons monthly 
which certainly elamped down on the 
issue as unnecessary under the head- 
ing of Australian undesirables and 
referring to them as a lamentable 
series. 

In the mid-February issue of “SC” 
London, Fyndem gives quite a boost 
to several of the later Australian 
issues. He refers specially to the 744d 
King’s head and the 8'%d Aborigine 
issues. Apparently the market is not 
overloaded with many of the later 
stamps. Reference is also made to the 
lsted King's head which is now obso- 
lete and we are warned that it may 
prove to be another good item. 

New Zealand has never lagged in 
quality and is always in the front 
line with attractive designs. The five 
Coronation stamps which have al- 
ready been illustrated in the press 
are really a nice issue and will surely 
be a popular set. They are typical in- 
deed of New Zealand’s tradition for 
beautiful stamps. 

The popularity of a single stamp 
can surely raise havoc with supply. 
Continual demand as has lately been 
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the case with Newfoundland's No. 
192 of Princess Elizabeth in the 1932 
issue has brought about quite a short- 
age of the popular stamp. To get 
now a mint block of four of this item 
means a visit to several dealers and 
many have not even a single on hand.

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DESIGNED CANADA’S FIRST 
POSTAGE STAMP 


It was exactly 100 years ago— 
April 23, 1851— that Canada's first 
postage stamp was issued. It had 
been designed in the Toronto office 
of Sandford Fleming which, research 
shows, was located at what is now 
112 Younge Street, Toronto. 

The street floor of the building, at 
that time, was occupied by John Ben- 
tley, one of Toronto’s earliest drug- 
gists. The upstairs was occupied by 
Sandford Fleming and W.B. Leather 
“draughtsmen and land surveyors.” 

At that time Toronto’s population 
was a mere 25,166. There were no 
railways in or near the city. Stage 
coaches were the common means of 
transportation and they arrived and 
departed from various inn yards. The 
waters of Toronto Bay came right up 
to the south side of Front Street, the 
area where the Union Station now 
stands. 

Twenty-eight years later, in 1879, 
Sandford Fleming developed the idea 
of standared time and was knighted 
by command of Queen Victoria. 

During the International Stamp 
Exhibition held to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of government 
issued postage stamps inCanada, a 
tablet was erected to the memory of 
Sir Sandford Fleming. 

This tablet read: “Canada’s first 
postage stamp, issued April 23, 1851, 
was designed on this site by Sir 
Sandford Fleming. Erected by Can- 
adian Philatelic Society, 1951.” 

It was erected on the office build- 
ing of the Huron and Erie Trust 
Company which now occupies the site 
at 112 Younge Street.

Deputy Postmaster-General Turn- 
bull seems to think that it is difficult 
to reproduce even good artwork in the 
manufacture of postage stamps. But 
the recent history of stamp design- 
ing and printing in this country belies 
his assumption that this Dominion 
has been getting good basic designs. 
With pleasing designs as a starting 
point, the reproduction processes are 
controllable. There is no need for Mr. 
Turnbull and his associates to wait 
with their fingers crossed to see 
whether the engraving, lithographs, 
or whatever else in the way of repro- 
duction has been decided on, will turn 
out well. 


According to his recent statement, 
however, this element of anxious hope 
seems to have become an official part 
of the process of introducing new 
stamps. He is especially nervous of 
engravings. It simply is not true 
that good likenesses are hard to ob- 
tain by this method. We recommend 
that he examine a few of the Bartol- 
ozzi engravings of Holbein’s portrait 
drawings. They are sensitive, clear 
and aesthetically sound. 


Since they were made in the Eight- 
eenth Century many other engraving 
processes have heen perfected. The 
chief responsibility rests upon who- 
ever selects the art work. If he knows 
good art he should also know the 
appropriate method for reproducing 
his selection, and which artisans are 
best qualified for the particular job 
on hand. If Mr. Turnbull is in charge 
of the selection of postage stamp de- 
signs, then he must accept responsi- 
bility for the finished product. 

In the case of Coronation stamps, 
we agree with the stamp collectors 


and experts who have condemned 
them. The oversize replicas which 
have been published look like the 


work of ill-trained night class stu- 
dents. They are harsh, lacking in un- 
ity of design, and have about as much 
aesthetic appeal as the rubber stamps 
which will be used for cancelling’ 
them when they come into use. 
Stamps and coins are forms of art 
work commissioned regularly by the 
Government. They go abroad as ad- 
vertisements of the nation’s taste and 
as a perfectly valid criterion of its 
culture. Most of our recent stamps 
and coins have been mediocre. Some 


have been atrocities. None has been 
outstandingly good. The Post office 
could get good value from the Massey 
Report by applying principles dis- 
cussed in its pages to future issues 
of stamps. As a starting point we 
suggest that Mr. Turnbull collect 
samples of many foreign stamps 
coming to this country. He will find 
from the best of them how good re- 
sults can be.
